Plans Launched for New Hotel. 

li the clans now'on foot materialize 
Paris will soon have a modern hotel, 
equippfd after the fashion of those of 
the larger cities, an ornament to the 
business section of the city and will 
fill a lor.g felt want. 

Promoters at the head of the project 
are pushing matters with all haste and 
it is hoped to have the tentative plans 
completed in the next thirty days and 
>before the expiration of an option on 
two pieces of Main street property, 
which it is said will be used as a site 
for the new building. 

At the nead of the movement are 
Messrs. Leer Stout and Logan How- 
aid, two prominent business men of 
this city, and the proposition, which 
was launched Wednesday, is said to 
meet with the hearty endorsement of 
tne most substantial business men of 
the town, who have pledged their sup- 
poi t and will subscribe stock to the 
enterprise. 

Messrs. Stout and Howard Tuesday 
secured an option on the property of 
Mr. John Sauer, at the corner of Main 
and Seventh streets, which he recently 
| purchased with the intention of erect- 
| ing a building, the lower floors to b 
; used for business concerns and the 
| upper portion of the building to be di 
vided into flats. They have also an 
] option on the adjoining property of 
Mrs. Thomas Roche, which, together 
wilh that belonging to Mr. Sauer, 
gives a frontage on Main street of 
about 67 feet and extends back a dis- 
tance cf 109 feet. 

The (/li lion price on the property is 
said to have been paid in cash by those 
who have taken the matter in hand 
and they have thirty days to exercise 
their privilege of purchase. 

I* is the plans of the promoters to 
organize a company capitalized at 
$100,000 to nurchase the site and erect 
the hotel building, the latter to repre- 
sent an outlay of about $75,000." If 
the plans materialize a building four 
or live stories high containing from 
seventy-five to one hundred rooms, 
equipped with every modern conven- 
ience. The lower flour space on Main 
street will be divided between the 
hotei office and a store room. The lat- 
ter, it is said, will be o cupicd by Mr. 
Howard, with a grocer* and meat mar- 
ket and will be run in connection with 
the business of the notel company. 
Mr. Stout, who will be one of the large 
stockholders in the concern, and who 
has so successfully conducted a res- 
taurant business for a number of years 
will have charge uf the hotel. 

An active canvas is being made by 
the promoters in their endeavors to 
interest the business mien of the city 
and county in the proieci and from all 
accounts they are meeting with a suc- 
cess far beyond their expectations. 

If those who have been anoroached 
(in the subject have signified their vvil- 
lingnees to euhscribe stock to the en- 
terprise and on the first day the move- 
ment was announced a total of about 
$15,000 was secured.

Protection for Armenians. 

In a news letter from Jerusalem, 
printed in The Living Church (Mil- 
waukee), information is given of addi- 
tional massacres of Armenians in Kur- 
distan last summer which have hardly 
been reported in this country. In this 
connection The Living Church says 
editorially: 'One feels that in the 
final settlement of questions between 
the Turk and Christendom, this matter 
of protection to Armenians ought to be 
included. True, the Balkan states 
themselves can hardly claim to extend 
their protectorate over these perse- 
cuted Asiatic Christians. They have 
no common bonds of race or even of 
communion with Armenians as they 
have between themselves and Mace- 
donians and Albanians. Here is one 
belated thing that the powers can yet 
do, before th9 Turk receives his clean 
bill of health. They are bound by 
their treaties to guarantee safety to 
Armenians, and these afflicted people 
have no cousins who can arise and do 
for them what the Balkan states have 
done for Christians in European 
Turkey."

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The birth rate of the year of 1912 
exceeded the death rate in the city of 
Paris, accordingS to |tigures that are 
compiled from the books of the pre- 
cinct registrar. Miss Margaret Terry. 
The report of the registrar tor the 
year just passed shows there has been 
a decided increase in the birth rate 
over deaths among white people, whiie 
among the colored Dopulation the 
i deaths exceed that of the births. 

According to the report of Miss 
tTerrv there were in this city last year 
ilOl births among the white population 
I as against 52 deaths, while among tne 
1 colon d people there were a total of 
! eighty-five deaths and thirty-e'ght 
births. 

During the year of 1912, one hundred 
land thirty-seven deaths occurred in 
this citv and a total of one hundred 
! andjthirty-nine births were recorded. 
! The number of deaths among the 
I negroes more than doubles that of the 
births, while there were almost twice 
as manv births among the white peo- 
i pie- 

Of the total number of deaths about 
I six per cent were the result of tuber- 
culosis. twenty-two deaths having 
occurred from this dread disease, six- 
teen of which were colored people. 
Two deaths were caused from'pellagra, 
both of which were colored women.
